Religious Instruction For Youth 
My dear Flock: 

Because Catholic children attending public grade and 
high schools will no longer receive religious instruction 
through released time in all places, a very serious obligation 
rests on all parents to send their children to religious in- 
struction classes which will be provided by the pastor for 
such children. 

The Bishop recommends that the freshmen and sopho- 
more High School children receive instruction separately 
from the juniors and seniors. For the former he recommends 
a review of the Catechism, without the use of the Catechism 
in the class. In other words, the priest will have a thorough 
round-table discussoin on, say, the Sacraments of Penance, 
the Holy Eucharist, on the Mass, etc. Vol. II “Religion and 
Life” would be a good text-book. 

Your children made their first confession and received 
their first Holy Communion at an early age before they could 
even read, at a time when they had to learn everything by 
ear, and when their minds were too immature to comprehend 
these things. But having made their first Holy Communion 
they have gone on receiving without much reflection on the 
seriousness of the act. It is the same with confession, 
attendance at Mass, etc. 

The junior and senior students will be instructed in the 
Marriage Laws of the Church. For this purpose about twenty 
lessons in Volume III of Religion and Life would be helpful. 
The Bishop will have these and others put into a separate 
volume for just such Discussion Groups. 

The women among you who have been given leadership 
in the Diocesan Council of Catholic Womep might offer your- 
selves to assist in instructing Catholic children attending 
public grade schools. You would reap the spiritual blessings

It was recommended that the | 
industry council system be adopt- | 
ed in the Americas, “as a sound 
approach to the problems of in- 
suring peace-time prosperity, full 
employment and production and 
a democratic participation’ of the 
people in the operation of their 
respective national economies.” It 
was further recommended that 
joint councils be formed in indi- 
vidual concerns, so that industrial 
activity could be organized scien- 
tifically and in a human way. 

Economic associations should be 
encouraged, said the second reso- 
lution on labor, with full auton- 
omy for both employers and em- 
ployees. There should be no gov- 
ernmental interference in the sta- 
tus or action of such councils. 

Of trade unionism, the Rev. 
Raymond McGowan, director, So- 
cial Action Department, N.C.W.C., 
insisted that labor and manage- 
ment must cultivate a spirit of 
collaboration. While organiza- 
tions exist for the protection of 
members’ welfare, Father McGo- 
wan said, their leaders must not 
lose sight of social justice and 
reciprocal welfare. Both labor) 
and management will suffer, he 
added, if they use their ansocia- 
tions for class struggle rather 
than as instruments of social con- 
ciliation.

Dear Readers: 


Ada students in public 
high schools learn, within a 
brief time, that their eight years 
of religious instruction in the 
parochial elementary school will 
not have been of much help to 
them in explaining and defend- 
ing their faith. The reason is, 
of course that what they memor- 
ized was not fully assimilated be- 
eause their minds were imma- 
ture. 

Children learned their Cate- 
chism like they learned their 
geography, and other facts which 
they could not have learned by 
independent thinking. Just as 
the child will soon forget where 
Afghanistan is or where the 
Orinoco River is located, so they 
will forget much that they learn- 
ed by heart from the little Cate- 
chism unless they will revive 
what they learned and develop 
the religious principles and facts 
through further instruction. 


We would recommend that 
Catholic children, who are in 
public high schools because there 
is no Catholic high school where 
they live, would band together 
for the conduct of forums, whose 
subject matter will be religion 
and moral principles. Students 
in public high schools conduct 
such forums throughout the 
country in order to familiarize 
themselves with public problems, 
such as are discussed over the 
Town Meeting of the Air. 


Junior and senior students in 
high schools should be much in- 
terested in discussion clubs in 
which the subject matter treated 
will be “Marriage,” the laws of 
the Church concerning it, prep- 
aration for it, on the order of 
the “Cana Conferences.”

Dear Readers: 


“Berber students in public 
high schools learn, within a 
brief time, that their eight years 
of religious instruction in the 
parochial elementary school will 
not have been of much help to 
them in explaining and defend- 
ing their faith.

I bane year’s Official Catholic Directory, recently published, lists the 

total number of Catholics in the United States, Alaska, and the 
Hawaiian Islands, at 26,075,697—an increase of 807,524 over last year, 
During the past twelve months, the number of priests in this country 
has increased by 1,277 to a total of 41,747. There is a gain of 520 
among the sisters, 397 among the brothers. Catholic parishes now 
number 14,905—14,015 of them having resident pastors. Since last 
year, 100 additional educational institutions have been opened, raising 
the total to 11,239. The number of American youths presently under 


Catholic instruction is estimated at 4,138,695—an increase of 806,468 
over the 1947 figure. 


The number of converts (included among the accretions listed 
above) comes to 115,214—as against last year’s 100,628. 


Thus the Catholic Church continues not only to hold her own, but 
to advance in membership, despite the fact that in this country it is 
declasse, that it promises salvation only in return for a certain modi- 
cum of self-discipline and observance of various precepts, and despite 
the fact that it excludes a-priori whole blocs of the populace from 


membership (v. g. numerous members of secret societies and divorced 
and remarried persons.) 


In holding her own, the Catholic Church has two principal agencies 


reinforcing the teaching of parents and priests: the Catholic school and 
the Catholic press. 


Catholic schools number 221 colleges and universities for men and 
women; 1,637 diocesan and parish high schools; 795 private high 
schools; 7,724 elementary parish schools, and 524 private elementary 
schools. Besides, there are 129 protective institutions with children 
under instruction. The teaching staff totals 101,944. 


The high schools have an attendance of 506,397; attendance in 
elementary schools comes to 2,274,840. 


This year’s Directory shows that 1,078,436 public-school children 
received religious instruction in 13,671 classes under Catholic auspices. 


In Catholic orphanages, infant asylums, and foster homes, there are 
64,373 children.

N the September 4, 1948, number 
of The Saturday Evening Post 
the editor tells us that the Kremlin 
is occupied with two chief object- 
ives in the satellite nations of east- 
ern Europe.

Stuff And Nonsense 
Out Of Spain 


Ts secular press of the nation 
has given generous space to 
criticism of the Catholic Church in 
Spain and the Spanish government, 
uttered by Dr. John Sutherland 
Bonnell, pastor of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Presbyterian Church in New 
York. Dr. Bonnell called Spain the 
“saddest spot in Europe with re- 
spect to religious freedom.” He 
also said, “As a Protestant clergy- 
man I would prefer today to be 
preaching in Prague behind the 
Iron Curtain than in any city in 
Spain.” 

Dr. Bonnell said that while in 


Spain he talked with a score of 


Protestant clergymen and attend- 
ed services at six Protestant 
churches both in Madrid and out- 
side the capital. He claimed that 
he had obtained photographs of de- 
struction wrought in two churches 
by groups of Catholic Action 
ouths and copies of literature left 
i the attackers warning the Pro- 
testants to close their churches and 
the ministers to leave Spain. 


Dr. Bonnell is entitled to his 
opinions, but it seems to us that he 
contradicts himself. In Spain there 
are only some 36,000 Protestants 
out of a population of some 235,- 
000,000. at that minority has 
been anti-Catholic and _ anti- 
Franco is well known. Yet Dr. 
Bonnell says that he spoke to a 
score of Protestant ministers and 
attended services in six Protestant 
churches in Madrid and outside the 
capital. The ministers evidently 
spoke freely with him in criticism 
of the government, and by his own 
admission they were conducting 
services. 


There is no such freedom behind 
the Iron Curtain. If priests there 
criticize the Communist govern- 
ment, they usually wind up in jail, 
as is proved by the hundreds of 
priests who have been imprisoned 
in Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia, Po- 
land. 

Perhaps there was some destruc- 
tion wrought on a Protestant 
church by youths. We are not in a 
position to either prove or dis- 
prove the statement. But because 
some kids did some damage is the 
entire Church to be blamed? We 
recall the incidents in New York 
not long ago when some Jewish 
youths smeared tar on Catholic 
churches. Did the Church then 
blame all Jews for the incident? 


We have often said that we hold 
no brief for the Franco govern- 
ment. It is dictatorial and we don’t 
like it in principle. But we do be- 
lieve that Franco has done as good 
a job as anyone could under the 
circumstances. It is too often for- 
gotten, as Richard Pattee, Latin- 
American expert and former State 
Department official, reminds us in 
the current issue of The Ave Maria, 
that the present Spanish govern- 
ment was born in turmoil in 1939 


.and has achieved nothing like nor- 


mality since. 


Mr. Pattee’s article is in the 
form of a plea for more “honest 
and factual reporting” about Spain 
to permit Americans te secure an 
objective view of that country and 
its problems. 

Mr. Pattee, who made an exten- 
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sive visit to Spain this year, says 
in part: 

“There is so much stuff and non- 
sense coming out of Spain, it is 
small wonder we should be confus-' 
ed, Books that appear for the most 
part indulge in ‘revelations.’ They 
pretend to tear aside the mask of 
Spain. There is no mask to tear 
aside in the first place.. No one 


| suffers the slightest difficulty about 


visiting the country, circulating 
about or doing what he pleases. 
He can talk to republicans and 
even communists without any 
handicap whatever, as | have done 
many vi Ade in Barcelona, Madrid, 
Malaga and elsewhere. The facts 
of Spain are there for anyone to 
secure if he sees fit. 


“The Spaniards themselves are 
not very helpful in this regard. 
They are a people who see little 
sense in statistics and never have 
the right figures available. . They 
are often vague about precise 
things and cannot reduce many evi- 
dences of the national life to 
numbers. They are somewhat dila- 
tory, and to extract information 
even when it reflects the greatest 
credit on the regime is no small 
task. Basically the Spanish are a 
people who do not too much care 
what the rest of the world thinks 
about them. They have been mis- 
understood, misinterpreted and dis- 
liked for the past 500 years. They 
have gotten used to it. They have 
reached a state of mind when it 
seems completely useless to con- 
vince outsiders on the realities of 
Spain since nobody will believe 
them anyway. This resigned atti- 
tude makes for some rather diffi- 
cult times for the foreign observer 
trying to make his way about and 
dig up some facts. 

“The best contribution to the so- 
called Spanish problem today is to 
view it honestly, dispassionately. 
The rhetoric and the verbal tail- 
spins that writers and talkers have 
gone into do not clarify the issue 
nor contribute to a solution. Plain 
honesty, willingness to see the 
thing as it is and not as it has been 
depicted, and a tolerance for the 
foibles and peculiarities of the 
Spanish people: these are requis- 
ites to a real understanding of 
what is going on in Spain. I con- 
fess that I see no signs whatever 
that this attitude is becoming more 
widespread among our people.”

Heaven. 

Then there are 35,000,000 
Americans who belong to one 
or other of the more than 200 
Protestant denominations. To 
them theoretically the Bible is 
the one rule of faith. Catholics 
should know that the Bible is 
their own book, which their 
Church had all to itself for fif- 
teen centuries, and which could 
have no authority in the hands 
of any Protestant unless he ad- 
mitted the infallible authority 
of the Church which declared it 
to be the word of God, and which 
originally pronounced on its gen- 
ulneness and its accuracy.

It might be said here, too, that 
the Sacramental absolution had in 
confession does not always take 
away all the punishment accru- 
ing to our sins. It’s akin to a re- 
prieve or a commutation of his 
sentence handed to a condemned 
man. A governor may stay an ex- 
ecution, changing the c¢riminal’s 
sentence from death to, say, 20 
years in the penitentiary. 

In confession, God grants us a 
reprieve.. We won't go to hell. 
But there is often a residue of 
temporal punishment still to be 
worked off. 


‘Hell’s Back Porch’ 


Purgatory has been described, 
rather facetiously perhaps, as 
hell’s back porch, It’s generally 
believed that although,.of course, 
one’s frame of mind in purgatory 
is far better than that of the 
damned, still the. torments are 
quite as bad, such that even a 
few seconds there would be en- 
ough to turn a man’s hair from 
black to white. 

But it is possible, in God's mer- 
ey, for us to have our purgatory 
in this life.

The 
writer also forgot to stress that 
these Sisters perform more than 
their duty among these suffering 
patients who need not only medic- 
al care, but understanding, sym- 
pathy, and encouragement (which 
—- those prompted by God’s wis- 
don? are able to give correctly, 
and be accepted gratefully in each 
individual case). Also let it be 
known that every denomination is 
treated alike by these Sisters, 
ag duty is performed unselfish- 
y. 

Another point I should like to 
make clear (should this article be 
read by a non-Catholic). Very lit- 
tle of these nuns”’-salary is used 
for themselves, most of it is spent 
for charity. Charity not only that 
they give to Catholics, but to 
anyone in need. This instance I 
would like to give as an example. 
On my estate near Carville, 
La., I had a tenant whose sister 
was blind and the mother of two 
children. This blind mother and 
her two children had nothing to 
look forward to at Christmas ex- 
cepting the meager meal the poor 
relatives they lived with had to 
offer.

Now that there is a known cure 
for this most dreaded disease in 
history, more persons may volun- 
teer to care for them, but 40 years 
ago when they drifted down to 
Carville, La., as a “cargo of doom- 
ed humanity,” who “met them with 
tender hearts and helping 
hands?” The answer “Catholic 
Sisters.” They had no fear of 
contracting the disease them- 
selves, their one thought and sole 
purpose was to assist in full meas- 
ure to comfort the agonizing 
bodies and encourage and elevate 
the souls of some of God’s chosen 
people (for, He makes suffer, 
those whom he loves most). The 
doctors must be givin their due 
credit, as they are faithful too, 
but the Sisters do the majority of 
the daily hospital routine work, 
and all the unpleasant tasks con- 
nected with e last stages of 
such a malady. 

I have known many of these

No amount 
of scholarly argument can upset 
the fact that there have been 
Popes in Rome since the earliest 
days of Christianity, that the Cath- 
olic Church is the largest and most 
widely diffused of the Christian 
faiths, and that she has been an 
essential influence in the shaping of 
our culture and mores. 

One or another of these consider- 
ations is apparent to every non- 
Catholic in the 
Wherever he turns, he finds the 
Catholic Church—at home, in 
France, in Germany, in North Afri- 
ca, in the South Pacific, in China. 
It is ubiquitous. If he picks up 
his evening paper he is confronted 
with the Pope, talking to this pub- 
lic figure or that, appealing for in- 
ternational justice, replying to 
Pravda or Izvestia.

During the past few years, Prot- 
estant America has been showing 
increasing concern over Catholic 
gains. It is feared that the Cath- 
olic Church is working ultimately 
toward a union of Church and 
State, such as it exists today in 
England, Spain, Sweden, and var- 
ious other countries. | 
Supposing the worst from this 
point of view, if one day Catholics 
actually should outnumber Prot- 
estants, so as to constitute a ma- 
jority of the voters, what then? 
There is a precedent. For a 
time in the seventeenth century, 
Catholics controlled the govern- 
ment of colonial Maryland, and 
there was not a Catholic totali- 
tarian state, but equal tolerance 
for all. 


In 1636, Cecilius Calvert, the 
Catholic lord proprietary, pre- 
scribed this vath to be taken by 
the Governor of Maryland: 


“T will not, by myself or any 
other, directly or _ indirectly, 
trouble, or molest, or discounten- 
ance any person professing to be- 
lieve in Jesus Christ, for, or in 
respect to, -religion; I will make 
no difference of persons in confer- 
ring offices, favors, or rewards, for, 
or in respect of, religion, but mere- 
ly as they shall be found faithful 
and well deserving, and endued 
with moral virtues and abilities; 
my aim shall be public unity; and 
if any person or officer shall molest 
any person professing to believe 
in Jesus Christ, on account of his 
religion, I will protect the person 
molested and punish the offender.” 
In July, 1638, William Lewis, a 
Catholic, attacked two of his Prot- 
estant servants, whom he found 
reading an anti-Catholic book. He 
was arrgsted, tried, found guilty, 
and heavily fined. In 1641, Thomas 
Gerard was fined 500 pounds of 
tobacco for having interfered with 
Protestant services, and the fine 
itself was to be laid aside for the 
maintenance of the first Protestant 
minister to arrive in the Colony. 

Immigrants were welcomed. Pur- 
itans crowded down from New 
England, Anglicans came up from 
Virginia. In 1649, Lord Fh, Mee 
had an Act of Toleration formally 
passed by the legislature and en- 
tered on the books; but after the 
execution of King Charles I, the 
Puritans got the upper hand, re- 
pealed the Toleration Act, and sub- 
stituted a law declaring that “None 
who profess the exercise of the 
popish religion, commonly known 
by the name of Roman Catholic

“The answer is quickly made,” 
he says; “back to your own sphere 
of rights and duties—back to the 
things of God! . . . They know the 
Catholic Church little,” he contin- 
ues, “who accuses us of coveting 
civil and political power that we 
may dim the splendor of American- 
ism. Our combats, if combats 
there be, are never against the lib- 
erties of America, but in defense of 
them; never against America, but 
against those of its sons whose 
souls never yet have thrilled in full 
response of its teachings and in- 
spirations.” 


One thinks of the presidential 
campaign of 1928 when Catholics 
actually bent backwards in the 
matter of the Catholic Alfred E. 
Smith vs. the Quaker Herbert 
Hoover. 


Up until then, it had been the 
custom of the American bishops to 
hold their annual meeting in Oc- 
tober. But during that election 
year, they postponed their meeting 
lest it be suspected that they had 
discussed Smith’s candidacy. 

When the Knights of Columbus 
held their national convention in 
August of that year, the chairmaa 
opened the proceedings by declar- 
ing that “if any delegate should so 
much as mention the name of either 
candidate for the presidency, he 
will be declared out of order.”

The Catholic Church opposed 
sex instruction to a group of chil- 
dren long before there was any 
organized birth control or planned 
parenthood movement. 


She opposes it for the same rea- 
son that nearly everyone opposed 
+ forty years ago, when it was in- 
troduced into the Chicago and 
Philadelphia public schools, and 
was quickly discontinued because 
of the opposition of parents. This 
opposition was based on several 
considerations, among them: (1) | 
The average teacher is less compe- 
tent than the parent to give such 
instruction; (2) experience has 
shown that most teachers know 
not how far to go, where to begin 
and when to stop; (3) children 
before adolescence usually have no 
problem with sex; (4) such in- 
struction should be given some- 
what privately, and not before a 
whole class. 


If the attitude of the American 
people has changed, it is only be- 
eause they are told that much of 
the juvenile delinquency is ascrib- 
able to ignorance concerning sex 
matters. It is generally agreed 
that parents, Catholic as’ well as 
non-Catholic, have not done their 
full duty in this respect towards 
their growing children. They have 
been wont to rebuke the child for 
asking questions which it is. quite 
natural for him to ask, and he de- 
serves the right answers.

Chess Possibilities 


The following letter has been received from Moritgomery Major 
editor of “Chess Life,” official publication of the United States Chess 
Federation: 

“I have been sent a copy of your column in ‘Our Sunday Visi- 
tor’ and have been requested to do some forceful proselyting for 
the cause of chess. The missionary program, however, I reject, 
for a man must convince himself rather than be convinced by 
others. It has, however, long been a source of wonder to me that 
the various Catholic youth movements have so far been blind to 
the infinite possibilities of chess. In this they trudge away 
hehind their Protestant brethren, for the YMCA organizations 
long ago discovered the value of chess and are now in many 
cities the active promoters and patrons of local chess clubs. 

“I know of individual Catholic parishes where the local chess 
club is encouraged by the pastor; I know of individual chess 
clubs sponsored by the Knights of Columbus, but these have only 
been straggling and sporadic efforts. 

“Yet, as famous and successful a recreation board as that 
of the Milwaukee school system has found in chess one of the 
most successful contacts with youth—and this has been repeated 
_ Cleveland by the public library board and in many other 
places. 

“So, I do not feel that Mr. Mellor is amiss when he suggests 
that ‘Our Sunday Visitor’ could profitably, in a spiritual sense, 

‘ give some space to a chess column, You would probably be sur- 
. prised at the response, in finding that so many of your readers 
are chess players. 

“Now I recognize the validity of your plea that you are not a 
chess pluyer; yet it tgkes no great skill at chess to run a successful 
chess column. It takes more skill with the shears. All you need to 
know about the fundamentals of chess you can “learn in a few hours 
by reading ‘Learn Chess Fast,’ by Reshevsky and Reinfeld. 

“As a national publication you would not need the contact with 
local chess events, but merely a source to clip the more important 
national chess news. A few such items, one annotated gamé¢ and a 
chess prublem are all it takes to make a column. All of these can 
be clipped from other publications. 

“It iy the intention of the United States Chess Federation to 
provide a service along this line at a future date when more im- 
mediate problems have been solved; but until such time as we have a 
Service, you are welcome, to use any material you wish from our 
semi-monthly publication, ‘Chess Life.’ 

“T note the stress in your column on ‘crippled’ children. It is 
true that chess has a therapeutic value for the maimed and con- 
fined. The Veterans Administration recogniz®s this and has welcomed 
chess to many of the V. A. hospitals, while several tuberculosis sani- 
toria have recognized its special fitness as a game for the bedridden. 
“But, please remember, it is not merely a game for the invalid, 
the cripp:ed and the maimed. A great many very active people play 
it. The former U. §. chess champion, Arnold §S. Denker, is also a 
tennis plaver of note. And Larry Friedman, twice U. S. Junior cham- 
pion, is a high school football star. Let’s not think of it as merely a 
refuge fur the infirm.” 


What The ‘Kids’ Want 


Mr. Major pleads his cause very eloquently, but so do the ad- 

herents of bridge, of soccer, and other games who want a column de- 
voted to their favorite sport.

may excuse himself, for misunder- 
standing the true and vital mean- 
ing of Mary’s Apparitions at Fa- 
tima. It is certainly true that. the 
prodigies of the air, the miracle 
of the sun, and the vision of the 
Holy Family during the last ap- 
parition are most fascinating and 
awe-inspiring but, in themselves, 
they cannot be considered the pri- 
mary end or purpose of the ap- 
paritions of the Virgin to the three 
children. These were, after all, 
only means used by her to prove 
her idéntity and the reality and 
heavenly origin of her mission and 
her message. Her message was 
primarily a stirring call to her sin. 
ful children for penance and re- 
paration. And it was precisely 
because penance, reparctions and 
sacrifice were the keynote of her 
messages and these words fell so 
often from her sacred lips. 
Gerrerally we speak of two forms 
of penance: One called the “Pen- 
ance of Justice”; the other called 


is a form of penance stemming 
from the duty we owe in strict 
Justice to God to atone, or satisfy, 
for our personal sins. It is really 
an obligation due the justice of 
God. It is in this sense that we 
usually understand the term pen- 
ance. The second form of pen- 
ance is called the “Penance of 
Charity” because it is born of a 
higher disposition than that of 
justice. It is a disposition, which 
urges us to do more than we are 
ordinarily bound to do in strict 
justice. This form of penance 
arises from the love we owe our 
neighbor: It is an obligation on 
‘our part to offer, in charity, our 
sacrifices in reparation for his sins, 
‘and especially for his conversion, 
This’ “Penance of Charity” is 
called reparation.

The big monastery at Einsideln was founded by St. 
Meinrad a thousand years ago. It is from that place that our | 
St. Meinrad Abbey, in the Archdiocese of Indianapolis, was | 
founded.-The—Einsideln monastery was pronounced by a 
Cardinal visitor from Rome as “the perfect monastery,” and 
is probably the finest in the whole world. Its long corridors 
are covered with art works produced by the monks, all the 
pictures on one corridor being done in crayon. The monks 
were the builders of the altars, the stalls in the sanctuary, the 
pews, the vestment cases, the baptistry, and of practically 
everything that graces the glorious church. 


In the Diocese of the Bishop of Chur was the principal- 
ity of Lichtenstein, whose ruler, a very close friend of the 
Bishop, was a great art collector. The Bishop’s residence was 
filled with old and modern paintings by the best artists. At 
the time the Bishop was past eighty years of age, and wanted 
to dispose of these things in order to provide money for the 
erection of a new seminary. 

Also in his diocese was a Home for sick and retired 
priests, located in the Alps near the town of Zizus. Father 
Hasler, formerly pastor of St. Joseph Church, Hessen Cassel, 
went to this place after his retirement, and died there a few 
years ago. : 

_ Before he left home Monsignor Burke, former secretary 
of the National Catholic Welfare Conference, asked Bishop 
Noll whether he would not, while he was in Europe, repre- 
sent the United States at the Semaine Catolique which means 
“a Catholic Week” observed at Geneva. Archbishop Baud- 
rillart, later Cardinal, head of the Institut Catolique, of the 


famous Sorbonne University, spoke in the name of France; 
the next evening Monsignor Seipel, then Chancellor of the 


Austrian Government, spoke for Austria; the following eve- 
ning a Jesuit by the name of Meyer, who was imprisoned at 
the beginning of the war in Germany for opposition to Hitler, 
spoke for Germany; a convert from Norway and a member 
of the Cabinet of his country, spoke for the Scandinavian 
countries; some one, whose name the Bishop cannot recall, | 
spoke for Italy; Frank Sheed spoke for England, and Bishop 
Noll for the United States.

French. The substance of their talks had been translated| 


into French in advance and read to the audience after their 
delivery in English. 

The audience was comprised almost altogether of men 
who represented their particular nations at the League of 
Nations, Geneva. It was an audience, therefore, as select as 
it possibly could have been. 

During that week the Bishop was invited to dinner with 
the permanent secretary of the League of Nations, who had 
married a New York woman and who could, therefore, speak 
English perfectly. He was of the opinion that the United 
States did right, for its own sake, by remaining out of the 
League of Nations. He said that Europe, of course, would 
have welcomed the United States’ membership, but that, for 
our good, he believed we should not become involved in the 
problems of all the European countries, so mutually hostile. 

Count Apponi, according to arrangement, was on the 
program the day the Bishop visited the session of the 
League. Briand, of France, was at the head of the table as 
Chairman. Anthony Eden seemed then to be secretary. All 
business was done in French and English. 

The Count, in his paper, reminded the League that: 
Hungary was promised a plebiscite after ten years; that these 
years had expired, and that the demands of the people for 
that plebiscite had not only been ignored, but opposed by the 
League. After his paper, read in French, was finished, the 
same plea was brought before the delegates in English. 
Thereupon Anthony Eden made a motion that the paper be 
accepted, but tabled. That was done, and the Count had pre- 
viously told the Bishop that such would be the action of the 
officers of the League. | 

The Bishop, as you will have noted from this narrative, 
was traveling alone in Europe after leaving Budapest. He 
did not visit Rome because he had been there the year before, 
but moved leisurely to various places both as a sight-seer and 
as one who was out for information which might prove help- | 
ful to him in his editorial work. He returned on the Bremen,
